AND GAME PRESERVE 


SITE IS TO BE LINCOLN AND 


ONEIDA COUNTIES. 


Finest Fishing and Hunting Grounds in 


Northern Wisconsin to be Laid Out 
Along the Big Rice and Tomahawk 
Rivers—Movement Starts at Toma- 
hawk. 


Tomahawk, Wis.. May 18—At the 


meeting of the Board of Directors of the 
Wisconsin Valley Advancement associa- 
tion in this city yesterday, a resolution 
was introduced by George W. Bishop of 
Rhinelander 
endorsing the proposed 


plan of establishing an extensive fish 
and igame preserve on the Tomahawk 
and Big Bice riv«n in Tjincoln and Onei- 
da counties. The resolution gives the 
movement an approval of the big as 
sociation and reads as follows! 


"Resolved, That this association ap- 


proves of the plan recently suggested of 
organizing an association "for the pur- 
pose.*! establishing an extensive n'sh 
and game preserve in the Wisconsin 
River valley arid.{hat the matter be at 
once taken up, it is fufth'eV resolved that 
the president appoint a committee to 
proceed with the organization." 


In pursuance of the resolution, Presi- 


dent Bradley appointed a committee 
which- is to meet subject to the call of 
the chairman, and, it is probable that the 
call will be made early in June. 


The Territory of the Preserve 


.The territory to be included in the 


proposed preserve taken is something 
over thirty miles of what is' considered 
by eportemen as the finest fishing and 
duck grounds in Northern Wisconsin. 
Starting at the dam on thb Tomahawk 
river, a mile or more northwest of this 
city, it is proposed to cover some twelve 
or fifteen miles on this stream. 


The big Kice river territory starts 


near Tomahawk Junction where it flows 
into the Tomahawk and reaches about 
the same distance up that stream. By 
reason of the logging dams on the Eke 
there are-several large lakes of shallow 
water where an almost inexhaustible 
amount ot wild rice grows. 


It is proposed to sow, wild rice and 


celery on such tracts near both streams 
as are adapted to them, several thousand 
acrea in all. Leasing of the hunting and 
fishingprivilegas on .the1 territory .will 
give the organization control and enable 
them, to protect the ducks which come 
into these waters, in large numbers to 
b/eed/buf which ha'/e'bfeen"drlvetf'away 
by the - Indians and other's gathering 
wild rice and illegally shooting the birds; 
It is also proposer] to stock the streams 
and lakes with fash. 


Probably last season over one hun- 


dred deer were shot in this territory. It 
is likely a club house will 'be built at 
Eeafford, the junction of" the Zoo -line 
and St. Paul railroads, a convenient 
point for the sportsmen of the variou's 
towns of the valley,

Reports have 
also reached local officials that fisher- 
men near Afton have been killing, hun 
dreds'of fish by using dynamite. 
This 


spring the river seeme to be well sup- 
plied wiih fish, and many of the local 
anglers have enjoyed soxe excellent 
catches.

mentioned, particularly those of Milwau- 
kee and Chicago, will purchase eggs 
"loss off." 


This will moan hundreds .of dollars 


one way and another to either the 
'farmer or the buyer, as fortunes change 
hands annually in the egg business and 
at least lO'per. cent, of.vBiddy'a .humble 
effort which reaches the cold storage 
warehouse 
is a loss. 
Hitherto the 


farmer has been paid for these lost eggs, 
but such will not be the case this year. 


The X-ray in a modified form has r-en 


etrated the egg business, for every fruit 
of that kind which reaches the dealer is 
"candlea" and its integrity settled be- 
yond a doubt. .This ie the season in 
which the eggs are placed in cold stor- 
age for the fall, and every egg so pro 
served.:haa to pass a qualifying exami- 
nation, as only the freshest are retained. 


Tbe farmer will not receive a cent for 


the proportion which is rejected. This 
condition of affairs arises, say the com- 
mission men, from the attitude of the 
farmers themselves. . Last year .eggs 
went away up in price, and considerable 
money waa made in them. 


This year the farmer has begun to 


speculate a little himself and one of the 
plans followed is to hold the' eggs- for a 
week or more in expectations of arisain

'CARRIES A TOTAL OF $400,000, 


Mr. Shattuc of Ohio Makes a General 


Resume of Industrial Conditions—In- 
dustrial Commission's Kcport on Trans- 
portation. 


Washington, May 18.—The house 


passed a special river and harbor bill 
carrying $400,000 for surveys and emer- 
gency work, and devoted the remainder 
of the day to the .Alaskan code bill. 
The general debate was devoted -al- 
most exclusively to political' topics. 
Many members simply addressed the 
house for a minute or two in order to 
avail themselves of the privilege 
of 


printing remarks in the Congressional 
Record. W. E. Williams (111.) spoke 
on the su-bject of the Philippines. Mr. 
Shattuc (Ohio) took as his text an ex- 
tract from a speech made by Mr. Clark 
(Mo.) 
in 1897 in deriding the repub- 


lican claim that the election of Mc- 
Kinley would -be followed by prosperity 
and made it the theme for a general 
resume 
of 
industrial 
conditions to 


show that the present administration 
had lifted the country out 
of 
the 


"slough of despond," and had brought 
.'It to the highwater mark of prosperity. 


Attack on the Administration. 


Washington, May IS.—The report of 


Secretary Root,-Gen; Corbin and other 
army officials on the army canteen 
sent to the military committees called. 
out a reply which was filed with the 
military committee by the Rev. Wilbur 
F. Crafts of the reform bureau and 
Mrs. Margaret Dye Ellis, legislative 
superintendent of the W. C. T. U. It 
says in part: 


"The administration yesterday for 


the first time came out openly in favor 
of army liquor selling on its merits. 
Hitherto the plea has been that the 
administration could not suppress can- 
teens because the law of congress was 
ambiguous. Both Secretary Root and 
President McKinley recently said that 


' if congress would speak in plain terms 


• they would enforce the law. This at- 
titude has now been abandoned and 
the secretary of war, whose acts and 
•words the courts declare are to be 
taken as those of the president, has 
come out in open advocacy of liquor- 
selling canteens. 
.- 
. 


"We are charitably seeking some 


creditable excuse for Gen. 
Corbin's 


statement that professional 
temper- 


ance reformers and aggressive saloon 
interests are working together to sup- 
press the canteen in the face of the 
fact that the liquor papers nave unani- 
mcmsly opposed.the anti-canteen law.' 


Gage on Itaiik Loan Mill. 


Washington, D C., May 18.—Secre- 


tary Gage, before the house committee 
on banking and currency on the bill 
restricting national bank officers and 
directors in making loans of the banks 
with which they are connected, approv- 
ed the general provisions as to officers, 
but suggssted modifications as to di- 
rectors, which the 
committee 
will 
make. 


the" report says feat the general con- 
sensus of opinion among witnesses is 
that the railways st^ll make them and 
perhaps to as great an extent as ever 
before.
